to obtain any thing but Wealth and Vittory, 
Power and Plunder : and the People have 
reap dthe fruits apt to grow upon ſuch Crab: 
ſtocks ;, they grow idle and falſe, bypocrites 
and careleſs, they ny themſelves nothing 
that is pleaſant, they deſpiſe Religion, forget 
Government, and ſome never think of Hea- 
ven, and they that do, think to go thither sn 
ſuch paths which all the Ages of the Church 
did grve men warning of, leſt they ſhould 
that way go tothe Devil, | 


' But whenmen havetry'd all that theycan, 
it 4s to be ſuppoſed they will return to the 
excellency and advantages of the Chriſtian 
Religion, as it is taught by the Church of 
England; for by deſtroying it no end can be 
ſerv'd but of Sn and Folly, Faltion and 
Death eternal. For beſides that no Church, 
that is enemy to this, does worſhip God in 
that truth of Propoſitions, in that unblame- 
able and piaus . Liturgie, and in preaching 
the neceſſities of holy life, ſo niuch as the 
Courch of England does ;, beſides this (1 
ſay) it caynot be perſecuted by any Gover- 
nour that ok his own Intereſt, un- 
lefs he be firſt abuſed by falſe Preachers, and

Religion , is as if 4 
Phyfician fhould endeavour” v0 deſtroy all 
Medicaments, and Fathers kill therr Sons, 
and the Maſter of Ceremonies deſtroy att 
Formalities and Curt ſhips, and as if the 
Pope ſhould root out all the Eccleſtaſtick, 
State. Nothing fo combines with Govern- 
ment, if it be -” God's appointment, 4s 
the Religion of the Gere of England, 
becauſe nothing does more adhere to the 
Word of God, and difreg _ the crafty 
advantages of the World. If any man 
ſhall not decline to try his Title by the 
Word of God, it is certain there ts 10} i 
the 
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the world a better guard for it than the 
true Proteſtant Rebeoion, as it 1s taught 
in our Church. But let things be as it 
pleaſe God ; it 1s certain that in that day 
when Truth gets her Viftery, in that day 
we ſhall prevail againſt all God's ene- 
mics and ours, not in the purchaces and 
perquiſites of the world, but in the ve- 
wards and returns of Holineſs and Patience, 
and Faith and Charity, for by theſe we 
wor ſhip God, and againſt this Intereſt we 
cannot ſerve any thing elſe. 


In the mean time we muſt by all means 
ſecure the foundation, ani take care that 
Religion may be conveyed in all its mate- 
rial parts the ſame as it was, but by 
new and permitted inſtruments, For tet 
1 ſecure that our young men be good (hri- 
ſtians, it #5 eaſie tomake them good Prote- 
ftants, unleſs they be abusd with prejudice, 
and ſuck, venom with their milk; they can- 
not leave our Communion ts/l they have roa- 
ſon to reprove our Dottrine. 


There 1s therefore in the following pages 
.a Compendium of what we are to Be- 
lieve, what to Do, and what to Deſire. 
It is indeed very little ;, but it is enough 


ro 
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to begin with, and will ſerve all perſons 
ſo long as they need milk,, and not ſtrong 
meat. And he that hath given the fol- 
lowing Alſſiſtances to thee, deſires to be 
even a door-keeper in God's Houſe, and 
to be a ſervant of the meaneFt of God's 
ſervants, and thinks it a worthy Fj's 
ment to teach the moſt ignorant, and 
them to know Chriſt, though but in the 
firFF rudiments of a holy Taſtitution. This 
only. he affirms, that there is a more ſolid 
comfort and material ſupport to a Chriſti- 
an ſpirit in one article of Faith, in one pe- 
od of the Lord*s Prayer, in one Holy Leſ- 
ſon, than in all the diſputes of itmpertinent 
people, who take more pains to prove there 
u a Purgatory, than ts perſwade men to 
avoid Hell: And that a plain Catechiſm 
can more inſtrult a Soul, than the whole 
day's prate which ſome daily ſpit forth, 
to bid them get Chriſt, and perſecute his 
Servants.

If all theſe things be 
in your offices, for your laſt prayers be 
ſure to apply them according to what 
you find in go examination : but if 
they be not, ſupply them with ſhort eja- 
culations before you: begin your laſt 
rayers,or at the end of them. Remem- 
ralſo and be ſure to take notice of all 
the mercies and deliverances of your ſelt 
and your Relatives that day. 

25. As you are going to bed, as often 
as you can conventiently,or that you are 
not hindred by company, meditate of 
death and the preparations to your- 
grave. When you lie down, cloſe your 
eyes.with a ſhort prayer, commit your 
ſelf into the hands of your faithful Crea-

when he hath loſt his comfort, loſes
